tors Allen and Kyle in a position so 
painful that in the face of the charges 
against them they might not have the 
hardihood to vote with the democrats.

Frequent violations, of the section of 
the general regulations governing the 
matter have been reported nnd the 
general superintendent of the railway 
mail service hns issued the following 
notiec to nil postmasters: 


The postal luxvs and the regulations 


prescribe the conditions under which 
liquids may be admitted to the mails. 
The provisions should be carefully en- 
forced by all postmasters, who should 
see tlinlitho cases in which such matter 
is inclosed arc water-tight nnd not less 
than three-sixteenth of nn inch thick. 
An ordinary wooden box with n screw 
cover does not comply with the provi- 
sions of the regulation, nnd this ollice 
has reason to believe that a number of 
manufacturers in different parts of the 
country advertise to sell mailing boxes 
Jint do not comply with the provision 
ind that a lurgo number of such boxes 
nre used. 


Nearly nil of the Inrger firms manu- 


facturing1 mailing cases have submit- 
ted wimples to this ofilcc for inspection 
nnd approval, and their cases bear n 
certificate from this ofllco that they 
conform to the regulations of the post 
ofiiee department. Postmasters should 
carefully scrutinize nil mailing cases 
that do not bear such a certificate to 
see that they comply fully with the 
regulations.
